1-70 May Be 
Eisenhower 
Highway 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — A 
nationwide span of interstate 
highway may be named the 
“Eisenhower 
Highway,” 
Con­ 
gressman David W. Dennis, (R- 
Ind), said today. 
The 
route, 
which 
passes 
through Dennis’ Indiana 10th 
District, would be established 
by a bill he is co-sponsoring in 
the U.S. House of Representa­ 
tives. 
Dennis said the late Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower 
signed 
into 
law, 15 years ago, the legisla­ 
tion that established the net­ 
work of interstate highways, 
which is now nearing national 
completion. 
The 
proposed 
“Eisenhower 
Highway” would be 1-70 from 
Washington, D.C., to Denver, 
Colo., 1-25 from Denver to Chey­ 
enne, Wyo., and 1-80 from Chey­ 
enne to San Francisco, Calif. 
It passes near the Eisenhower 
family home and the former 
President’s gravesite in Abilene, 
Kans. 
“This system of highways was 
established in Mr. Eisenhower’s 
presidency, and I think it is an 
appropriate 
memorial to his 
memory and his interest in pro­ 
viding the nation with modem 
interstate highways, that we 
should name a major route 
across this country in his hon­ 
or,” Dennis said. 


Missing Man’s Insurance Payment Asked 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP)— 
Harold “Skip” Harrell, Bloom­ 
ington lawyer, said today he will 
file four suits in Brown Circuit 
Court at Nashville Tuesday de­ 
manding payment of $973,000 on 
insurance policies of missing 
Clarence Roberts, 52, Nashville 
businessman. 
Harrell previously filed a suit 
to recover $300,000 from another 
policy carried by Roberts wrho 
has not been located in a na­ 
tionwide search since a man’s 
charred body was found last 
Nov. 18 after fire destroyed 
Roberts’ private garage. 
“We are contending that if the 
body 
wasn’t 
Roberts’, 
some 
trace of him should have been 
found 
in 
more 
than 
seven 
months,” Harrell said. 
The Wabash Life Insurance 
Co. of Indianapolis issued two 
policies for $300,000 each. Other 
Roberts policies were two for 
$300,000 each with Insurance Co. 
of North America, Philadelphia; 
$50,000 with Occidental Life In­ 
surance Co. of California and 
$23,000 with Modern Woodmen 
of America, Rock Island, 111., 
Harrell said. 
Roberts’ wife Geneva is bene­ 
ficiary under all of the policies 
except the Occidental policy, is­ 
sued for the missing man’s four 
sons. 
The 
beneficiaries 
are 
plaintiffs in the collection cases. 
Jack Bond of Nashville, who 
succeeded his father Earl as 
Brown County coroner Jan. 1, 
returned a “John Doe” verdict 
in the death Feb. 17, ruling that 
an unidentified man died of car­ 
bon monoxide poisoning in the 
fierce fire. 
“But he sent the funeral bill 
to the family,” Harrell com­ 
mented. 
State police, who have kept 
the investigation open but have 
declined comment recently, re­ 
ported early in the inquiry that 
laboratory tests showed the body 
had a blood type which did not

General Telephone Files With 
PSC For Increase In Rates 


FORT WAYNE, July 2 - A 
petition to increase local tele­ 
phone service rates was filed 
today with the Public Service 
Commission of Indiana by Gen­ 
eral Telephone Company of In­ 
diana. 
Commission approval would 
allow the company’s annual op­ 
erating revenue to be increased 
approximately 
$8,000,000. 
The 
company’s local service reven­ 
ue now stands at a $52,000,000 
annual level while total operat­ 
ing revenues, including mess­ 
age toll and miscellaneous re­ 
venues are now at the $96,000,000 
level. The Company is not ask­ 
ing for an increase in intrastate 
long distance rates. 
President Clifton E. McCor­ 
mick said, “The application is 
a necessary step if we are to 
continue to operate in the face 
of higher wages, taxes, material 
costs, and interest rates. 
“This application was postpon­ 
ed as long as possible and is a 
most necessary step if we are 
to continue to maintain our cred­ 
it and operate effectively and 
efficiently with satisfied em­ 
ployees,” McCormick said. 
He pointed out that of the 
company’s $330.000,000 plant in­ 
vestment, $198,000,000 in capi­ 
tal has been expended in the 
company’s construction program 


during the past five years. Con­ 
struction costs for General Tele­ 
phone during the next five years 
are estimated at still another 
$236,000,000. 
Because the number of em­ 
ployees has grown and wages 
increased, during the last five 
years the utility’s payroll has 
increased fifty eight per cent.

period operating 
taxes, other than federal taxes, 
increased forty nine per cent.

Strike Halts 


Shipping On 


West Coast 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Ci­ 
vilian cargo shipping ground to 
a 
virtual 
halt 
today 
from 
Seattle to San Diego in the first 
coastwide strike by longshore­ 
men in 23 years. 
“No 
change,” 
said 
James 
Robertson, an official of the 
employers, 
Pacific 
Maritime 
Association, as the strike en­ 
tered its second day along the 
entire West Coast. 
“No 
change,” 
he repeated 
when asked if either side had 
made progress toward resum­ 
ing the negotiations that began 
last November. In 24 ports be­ 
tween the Canadian and Mexi­ 
can borders, most of the 15,000 
members of the International 
Longshoremen’s 
and 
Ware­ 
housemen’s Union have been 
idled. 
“We can’t lose,” said Joe 
Glick, an ILWU official in Los 
Angeles. The last ILWU strike, 
in 1948, lasted 95 days. 
The longshoremen are asking 
higher pay, guaranteed weekly 
wages and a pension at 62. 
Mail, military cargo and pas­ 
senger baggage continued to be 
handled by mutual agreement, 
hut all other dock work halted 
at 8 a.m. Thursday. Negotia­ 
tions broke off late Wednesday 
night less than two hours be­ 
fore the ILWU’s five-year con­ 
tract expired at midnight. 
Members of the Teamsters 
Union, often contenders with 
ILWU locals for the handling of 
container 
cargo, 
refused 
to 
cross the picket lines. 
Effects of the strike were not 
expected to show immediately. 
Heavy shipping operations were 
carried on in many ports the 
past month in anticipation of a 
possible walkout. 
Perishable cargo was cleared 
from ships already docked, and 
f r e i g h t e r s generally have 
staged an exodus from West 
Coast ports to avoid getting 
caught in the tie-up. 
ILWU negotiators, headed by 
69-year-old 
President 
Harry 
Bridges, seek a two-year con­ 
tract with 40 hours of wages 
guaranteed weekly for steady 
dockers, 
whether 
worked or 
not. 
The union cut its demands for 
$1 an hour wage increase each 
year to 85 cents the first year 
and 
75 to second over the 
present base pay of $4.28 an 
hour. 
It 
also 
seeks 
a 
$500 
monthly pension for workers 
with 25 years service retiring 
at 62. 
The employers have not dis­ 
closed their offer. 
Picket 
lines 
were peaceful 
with no incidents reported. 
The strike does not affect 
Hawaii, where the ILWU has 
extensive membership on the 
docks, nor does it extend to 
Alaska or British Columbia.

today in the Kremlin Wall, the 
nation’s traditional burial place 
for fallen heroes. 
The cosmonauts—Georgy T. 


Dobrovolsky, Vladislav Volkov 
and Viktor Patsayev—were eu­ 
logized at funeral ceremonies 
in Red Square for their flight 
aboard the world’s first space 
laboratory. 
Mstislav Yr. Keldysh, presi­ 
dent of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, told the thousands of 
Russians

U.S. Studying Latest 
Viet Cong Peace Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration’s imme­ 
diate concern over the newest 
Viet Cong peace plan appears 
not so much whether to accept 
or reject, but to determine the 
motive behind the proposal. 
The official White House and 
State Department stance is the 
seven-point plan contains “posi­ 
tive as well as clearly unaccep­ 
table elements” and will be 
given serious study. 
The new ingredient and ap­ 
parently the positive one in offi­ 
cial U.S. eyes is the proposal 
made Wednesday by chief Viet 
Cong Paris delegate Mrs. Ngu­ 
yen Thi Binh: 
“If the U.S. government sets 
a terminal date for the with­ 
drawal from South Vietnam in 
1971 of the totality of U.S. 
forces and those of the other 
foreign countries in the U.S. 
camp, the parties will at the 
same time agree on the . . . re­ 
lease of the totality of military 
men of all parties and of the 
civilians captured in the war, 
including American pilots cap­ 
tured in Vietnam so that they 
may all return rapidly to their 
homes.” 
Administration officials have 
agreed 
the 
United 
States 
should, at the outset, determine 
the meaning of the Viet Cong’s 
gesture 
and 
whether 
it 
in­ 
dicates a serious intention to 
negotiate. 
Among alternatives U.S. offi­ 
cials say privately are being 
considered are these three: 
—The 
time 
has 
come 
in 
North Vietnam's mind to nego­ 
tiate total withdrawal of U.S. 
forces, including advisers, out 
of the South. 
—Recent defeat of congres­ 
sional efforts to legislate 
a 
withdrawal has led Hanoi to at­ 
tempt to pump new blood into 
the antiwar drive in the United 
States. 
—The peace plan may he an 
effort to generate had feelings 
between the United Slates and 
the Saigon government at a 
time of the impending South 
Vietnamese 
presidential 
elec­ 
tion. 
Beyond the troop withdrawal- 
prisoner release part of the 


plan, the United States found 
other elements in the seven 
points more obviously trouble­ 
some. 
A Viet Cong demand restated 
Wednesday is that “the United 
States 
government must ,. 
stop the policy of ‘Vietnam- 
ization’ of the war.” 
Mrs. Binh also repeated her 
oft-stated demand for a coali­ 
tion government which, in the 
minds of the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, means a try at ulti­ 
mately controlling the South.

United States will continue to 
reject any proposal that would 
turn “17 million South Vietnam­ 
ese over to the Communists.”

In some cases the plant area 
where the ear is attached may 
not produce, due to hail pene­ 
tration. 
Soybean plants that just have 
the stub are now beginning to 
put out new leaves, and. in 
some cases, are already blos­ 
soming. 
The specialists are saying it 
is better to leave the hail dam­ 
aged plants, rather than replant, 
as the yield will be about the 
same as for late replanting. As 
a qualifier, the weather the next 
week will have a lot to do with 
potential yield results. 
Several calls and corn plant 
specimens have been received 
in the County Extension Office 
with corn borer damage. Re­ 
commended chemicals, if con­ 
trol Is justified, are Sevin or 
Diazinon. Also, three corn fields 
in the county have been found 
to be infested with cereal leaf 
beetle. Ordinarily this insect 
does not affect corn, according 
to Dave Matthews, Purdue Uni­ 
versity entomologist. It will not 
be necessary to spray corn for 
control of the cereal leaf beetle. 
Most generally the cereal leaf 
beetle works heaviest in oat 
fields. 
Observations and samples of 
diseased soybeans have been 
identified as rhizoctonia root 
rot, commonly called early 
spring root rot. This, primarily 
a seedling disease, that attacks 
young plants when the soil is 
unusually wet at times.

Free Fireworks Following Race 
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By Jean Green 


During recent years pollution of our 
water and the conservation of our nat­ 
ural resources has become a major con­ 
cern. Rushville has been fortunate in 
having an abundance of water from 
underground wells. But because we have 
an abundance of pure water, the source 
of it and the conservation of it becomes 
important. 
Relying on well drilling records, it is 
possible to locate water near the surface 
on any farm or residence in Rushville or 
in the areas north of town. Relying on 
these same well drilling records it is 
possible to locate a large limestone basin 
that lies underground and holds the 
large pocket of water. Such a large pock­ 
et of wafer is priceless. The limestone 
“out crops” at the Flat Rock River be­ 
tween Rushville and Circleville. Lime­ 
stone is very near the surface here. It is 
like the south rim of a large bowl that 
drops rapidly as you go north. 
To understand the size and location of 
this underground basin it is necessary 
again to rely on records as to where you 
hit limestone in well driving. Limestone 
is about 60 feet below the surface at Sec­ 
ond and Perkins Street. A few blocks 
further north it is 120 feet to limestone. 
North of Rushville, there is formed a 
deep basin with limestone on the bottom 
witn gravel above deposited by the action 
of the glacier during the ice age. This 
enormous valley levels out and comes up 
several miles north where it is not so 
deep. Three miles north on Old Road 3, 
the limestone is 90 feet below the surface 
and five miles north near Glng Station, 
it is 60 feet to limestone. At the Olen 
Orme farm it is 75 feet to limestone. At 
the Catholic Church in Rushville, it is 
120 feet to limestone. This gives a picture 
of this underground lake. 
The below surface valley is like a large 
bowl with the south rim coming to the 
surface quickly and the north rim gradu­ 
ally coming up many miles to the north. 
In the City Park it is about 35 feet to 
gravel. Here and on most farms north of 
Rushville a well with unlimited supply of 
water can be found by digging down to 
gravel which sounds good to a farmer 
who needs stock or personal water. Land 
with underground water means no truck­ 
ing by tank and wagon during dry sum­ 
mers. 
According to geologists there is a 
swampy, low-lying, poorly drained area, 
between here and Henry County. It 
allows rain water to be filtered through 
the swampy top soil into gravel below. 
Part of the evidence for this was brought 
out when footings for Highway 70 were 
dug. Trees were found buried many feet 
unaerground in what was originally a 
swamp. According to the geologist, as 
long as we continue to preserve such an 
area we will always have underground 
water. 
One member of the board responsible 
for selecting the site for the landfill, 
said that seven different locations have 
been considered. The landfill seems the 
only solution to our dilemma of what to 
do with garbage, refuse, discarded cans, 
bottles, trash, etc. But members should 
consider the matter wisely and choose a 
site which will not only relieve a critical 
situation at present, but will not compli­ 
cate the situation in the future by pos­ 
sible contamination of a water supply. 
On the coast large cities have been ac­ 
customed to dumping their garbage in 
the ocean, thinking it a safe way to get 
rid of it. However, the ocean has now be­ 
come polluted, so no longer is it possible 
to do this. Should we not consider the 
danger of contaminating our natural re­ 
source ... ground water?

Mrs. Saarinen, widow of fam­ 
ed architect Eero Saarinen, be­ 
gan her television career in 
1962 as the “Today Show’s” 
resident specialist on culture— 
especially the arts—and man­ 
ners and morals. Gradually her 
base broadened until, as a net­ 
work news correspondent, she 
has been covering political con­ 
ventions, 
campaigns, 
space 
shots and even had a tour of 
duty in Vietnam. 
But the idea of being the 
woman to cover that woman’s 
town has been on her mind 
since a day when Fred Friend­ 
ly. then president of CBS News, 
made her an offer. 
“He asked if we could talk 
privately,” she recalled. “We 
met at a very small, dark 
French restaurant on Ninth Av­ 
enue, and he asked me to be 
their 
Paris 
correspondent. 
I 
just said I couldn’t because I 
was under contract to NBC.” 
Later 
she 
asked 
Reuven 
Frank. NBC News president, 
about the assignment. He liked 
the idea, but the mills of tele­ 
vision grind slowly. 
“When the offer finally came, 
it was like a second chance.” 
she said. “Years ago President 
Kennedy asked me if I was in­ 
terested in becoming Ambassa­ 
dor to Finland. I really regr­ 
etted it when he changed his 
mind.” 
Mrs. Saarinen came to NBC 
after being art critic for the 
New York Times and, in 1958. 
was the author of the best-sell­ 
ing “Proud Possessors,” about 
great art collectors.

While the bureau is in Paris, 
she will be covering the whole 
country, the Benelux nations 
and will share Spain witn the 
Rome bureau.

Hubby Becomes 
Gourmet In 
Food, Wines

NEW YORK (AP) - Five 
years ago, my husband the 
Texan thought a fancy meal 
was one where you served bar­ 
becued ribs and chili. 
Today, he wants to know 
whether the pate is rough or 
smooth, he complains if there 
isn’t a cheese course and he 
prefers at least two kinds of 
wine with any meal. 
It’s not my cooking that's im­ 
proved. Just his taste buds. 
The making of a gourmet ac­ 
tually started because of my 
lack of culinary ability. We had 
to eat out a lot and sooner or 
later it was bound to happen. 
Texas 
discovered 
French 
cooking. 
At first he sneered at snails 
and frowned at frogs' legs, de­ 
manding with a drawl, “Just a 
steak, please.” 
Then he discovered the steak 
tasted 
better with a 
sauce. 
When barbecue sauce wasn’t 
available he was induced to try 
bernaise. 
Next came duckling in or­ 
ange sauce, then veal, then a 
pate—a 
rough 
pate, 
please, 
with Dijon mustard on the side. 
Along with the experiments in 
food, came adventures in wine. 
Beer went by the wayside. He 
was induced to try rose wine—a 
safe choice with just about any­ 
thing. 
Then he was talked into a 
white wine and a friendly head- 
w a iter supplied a book about 
the grape. Other tomes follow­ 
ed and soon he was sniffing 
bouquets appreciatively. 
H is 
vocabulary 
became 
sprinkled with strange terms— 
vintage, cru and som metier. He 
read wine labels the way some 
people read the fine print in le­ 
gal contracts. 
By this time we had acquired 
a wine rack, several corks­ 
crews—including 
one 
filched 
from the refrigerator in a small 
French hotel, a serving basket, 
a book to collect labels in and 
assorted cases of wine. 
The same man who used to 
say, “I eat when I'm hungry. I 
don’t care about food,” now 
spends 
20 
minutes 
deciding 
whether a Marsala or a wine 
sauce would be better on the 
veal and weighing the merits of 
a grand marnier souffle as op­ 
posed to floating island. 
We still eat out a lot. My cu­ 
linary talents are still pretty 
meager. But I’m learning to 
cover 
up 
my 
failures—with 
wine sauce, of course. 


Exercises in futility are fre­ 
quently practiced by sessions of 
the Indiana General Assembly. 
The last session was no excep­ 
tion. 
Countless hours are spent in 
study prior to drafting legisla­ 
tion. A forest is consumed to 
produce enough paper to take 
the bills through the various 
printing processes. Enough man 
hours to staff an Army Division 
are spent in introduction. As­ 
signment to committee, hear­ 
ings, and the final legislative 
process. 
Sometimes it seems such a 
total waste of time, effort and 
money. Yet it is the very es­ 
sence of the democratic process. 
A total of 2,788 bills were in­ 
troduced in the 1971 session. 
Many were duplications. A few 
offered proposals diametrically 
opposed to other bills. A few 
offered solutions for problems 
we didn’t even have. Most did­ 
n’t have a chance of passage 
and didn’t even make it out of 
committee. 
As the session closed, 510 had 
passed both chambers and had 
been sent to the Governor. In 
1969, Whitcomb vetoed 68 bills, 
most of which survived the at­ 
tempt at the start of the new 
session to override. This time he 
vetoed 17 bills, outwaiting the 
legislators to adjourn before re­ 
jecting six of the measures. 
Under the new rules nine of the 
vetoes were returned, and six 
became law over the Governor’s 
objection. Eight became law 
without the Governor’s signa­ 
ture. 
Among the bills to receive al­ 
most unanimous approval was 
House Bill No. 1465. It passed 
the House by a vote of 67 to 3, 
the Senate by 36 to 2, and was 
signed by the Governor to be­ 
come Public Law 77. The law 
sets up licensing permits for 
domestic vineyards and winer­ 
ies. It does not matter that we 
do not have any commercial 
domestic vineyards or wineries, 
we are ready to tax them if 
they come. 
A law professor in Blooming­ 
ton, Indiana, has been experi­ 
menting by growing commer­ 
cial grapes in Southern Indiana. 
The best type of soil for wine 
grapes is on slopes over a lime­ 
stone base. If the experiment 
is successful, and we are able 
to interest commercial growers, 
we are about five years away 
from 
the 
first 
marketable 
crop. 
Undoubtedly a similar situa­ 
tion faced the 1911 session of the 
General Assembly. It was a 
time when the tunneling under 
rivers became practical. 


The fhst attempt to dig a 
tunnel tor traffic under New 
York’s Hudson River started 
in 1974, with work stopping be­ 
fore it was completed, in 1902, 
a young lawyer named William 
G. McAdoo, later to become 
Secretary of the Treasury, rais­ 
ed money to complete the tun­ 
nel. Tie tunnels were opened 
to traffic February, 1908. They 
proved practical, and additional 
tunnels were constructed in 1909 
and 1910. 
Indiana didn’t want to be be­ 
hind the times. In 1911, the leg­ 
islature acted. The law was dir­ 
ected to authorize boards of 
county commissioners “If in its 
judgment it deems best, con­ 
struct a tunnel undsrneath such 
navigable water, on such public 
street or public highway in lieu 
of such bridge.” 
To my knowledge, the auth­ 
ority was never used in Indi­ 
ana, yet the recent legislature 
continued the authority with the 
enactment of “superbill.” 
The

again surfacsed on the stormy 
waters of the state administra­ 
tion. All of the ingredients are 
present for a running feud be­ 
tween Governor Edgar D. Whit­ 
comb and his outspoken Attor­ 
ney General, Theodore L. Sen­ 
dak. 
Sendak, just back from a 
meeting of the Attorney Gener­ 
al’s of the 50 states held in San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, called a 
press conference. He covered 
many subjects during the inter­ 
view. Sendak commented, that 
during his absence, the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue had started ap­ 
pointing attorneys in all coun­ 
ties to collect back taxes, which 
he described as a “nice political 
plum.” 
The attorneys appointed will 
go out and search tor delin­ 
quent tax funds “which has 
formerly been the responsibility 
of the Attorney General’s of­ 
fice,” Sendak observed. 
The hiring of the attorneys 
has been without the approval 
of the Attorney General, requir­ 
ed by an all-inclusive existing 
statute. Sendak said he had call­ 
ed the matter to the attention of 
Whitcomb. 
The last General Assembly 
gave consideration to making 
the Attorney General’s office 
appointive rather than elective. 
It is not a constitutional office 
and it could be accomplished 
by law. During the administra­ 
tion of Governor Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt, 1933-37, it was switched to 
appointive. Meanwhile, sniping 
continues. 


Australian Aborigine Learns A 
New Way Of Life In City

NEW YORK (AP) — David 
Gumpilil has learned to hold a 
cigarette in his hand instead of 
a spear. He has learned to sleep 
in a soft bed instead of on the 
ground. And he has learned to 
dodge city traffic instead of 
snakes. 
But the Australian aborigine, 
transplanted 
temporarily 
to 
New York to publicize a movie 
in which he appears, has no 
doubt he could still survive in­ 
definitely alone .in his native 
bush by hunting and fishing. 
“I still remember how to get 
along,” 
said 
the 
17-year-old 
youth who uses these real-life 
skills in “Walkabout,” which 
was a British entry in the 
Cannes Film Festival. In it he 
plays an aborigine on a “walka­ 
bout,” a tribal ritual in which a 
boy is initiated into manhood by 
journeying alone for months in 
the outback. In his role, he 
guides two lost English young­ 
sters through the harsh Austra­ 
lian desert. 
“I know from my father how 
to catch the food, fish and live 
there. The first time I went with 
my father and I was watching 
him show how to hunt,” ex­ 
plained Gumpilil, his face tense 
with the effort of expressing 
himself in halting English. 
When he was about 12 he went 
into the bush by himself, first 
for one day, later for increas­ 
ingly longer periods. His only 
equipment 
was 
a 
spear, 
a 
woomera 
for 
projecting 
the 
spear and a fire stick to make a 
lire for cooking. 
“I hunted for emu, kangaroo 
and water buffalo, for snake, 
and crocodiles. The King brown 
snake is very dangerous but 
good to eat,” he added, looking 
little like a fierce hunter in his 
brown corduroy shirt. 
Originally from a small tribe 
in northern Australia, Gumpilil 
came with his family to a settle­ 
ment in the vast reserve of Arn­ 
hem Land, where he was re­ 


cruited for the film by director 
Nicolas Roeg. 
Skilled in ceremonial dancing, 
he has won numerous competi­ 
tions and performed traditional 
dances of his people in the Aus­ 
tralian Pavilion at the World’s 
Fair in Japan. 
The tall, thin youth also paints 
and plays the didgeridoo, an ab­ 
origine 
musical 
instrument 
made of hard wood. Demon­ 
strating in his Manhattan hotel 
room, he blew on the aome-six- 
foot-long brightly painted instru­ 
ment. 
“I think it’s good in New 
York,” he said of his visit. “We 
sleep on ground at home, but 
now we are learning. It is better 
to sleep in bed, I think.” 
But though he admits to en­ 
joying the amenities of the city, 
Gumpilil plans to go back to the 
land and to hunting. “But I’d 
like to act in another movie,” he 
added. 
Meanwhile he has bought a fi­ 
berglass boat, which his parents 
are using until his return to 
Australia. 
And how did he react to 
seeing himself on the screen? 
“I look like myself, I guess,” 
he said with a broad grin.

James O. Mathis said in an in­ 
terview the appointments could 
be quite profitable in such popu­ 
lous counties as Marion and 
Lake. 
But in less densely-populated 
areas, he said he expects to 
have trouble convincing any at­ 
torney to take the job. 
The 1971 Indiana Legislature 
authorized the revenue commis­

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Freedom Brings Peace 
But Great Responsibility 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lessons for July and 
August deal with three areas 
of human relationships: (1) the 
responsibilities of Christian cit­ 
izens; (2) marriage and the 
family; (3) the social results 
of the use of beverage alcohol. 
The Apostle Paul had declared 
that Christian converts were 
called to freedom: “Only do not 
use your freedom as an oppor­ 
tunity to the flesh, but by love 
serve one another.” 
Priceless Gift 
Freedom is one of the out­ 
standing factors of the Christian 
faith. In his second letter to 
the Corinthians the Apostle Paul 
declared that “the Lord is that 
spirit and where the spirit of 
the Lord is. there is liberty 
(II Corinthians 3:17). 
It is a matter of importance 
that the International Sunday 
School Lesson for July 4 is en­ 
titled “Set Free to Serve.” This 
is the national holiday which in 
the United States marks the 
signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. Paul knew only 
too well the way in which “the 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, 
and the Spirit against the flesh.” 
The Apostle went into detail. 
He enumerated the works of 
the flesh: “adultery, fornica­ 
tion, uncleanness, lascivious­ 
ness, idolatry, witchcraft, hat­ 
red. variance, emulations, wra­ 
th, strife, seditions, heresies en- 
vyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revelling*, and such like: ot 
the which I tell you before, as I 
have also told you in time past.” 
continues the Apostle, “that 
they which do such things shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God. 
But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gen­ 
tleness, goodness, faith, meek­ 
ness, tern per anee: against such 
there is no law... If we live in 
the Spirit, let us also walk in 
the Spirit.” 
We happen to be living in a 
day when lawlessness and vió­ 
lense occupy the attention (in 


fact, the terrified attention) of 
the whole nation. There is a 
legal side to all this, for acts of 
violence and lawlessness re­ 
quire police action. But there is 
also a spiritual side to the whole 
miserable picture. If spiritual 
forces are to win out over evil, 
then the Holy Spirit must begin 
to dominate the life of Chris­ 
tian believers everywhere. Paul 
was never willing to give up 
liberty or to require his Chris­ 
tian contemporaries to give up 
liberty. They were to use liberty 
for the purpose of praising God 
and helping their brethren. In 
his Epistle to the Romans, the 
Apostle Paul declared to his 
Christian brethren that “love 
worketh no ill to his neighbor: 
therefore, love is the fulfilling 
of the law” (Romans 13:JO). 
Perfection 
Pauli conceived human life as 
a gift from Óod. Everyone at 
times falls into sin. The ques­ 
tion is what one is going to do 
when he finds himself confront­ 
ed by temptation or indeed in 
the grip of temptation. In the 
Sermon on the Mount. Jesus 
had urged his followers to be

perfect “even as your Father in 
heaven is perfect.” (Matthew 
5:48). Yet, we believe that Jes­ 
us himself is the only human 
being ever to live a life with­ 
out sin. He was tempted in all 
points like as we are (Hebrews 
4:15). One of the last gracious 
things he did was to speak with 
gratitude for the fact that 
his disciples had continued with 
him in his temptations (Luke 
22:28). Jesus was not an exalt­ 
ed heavenly being who could 
not be tempted. One of the 
first experiences he had as he 
began his ministry was that of 
temptation. We think of the 


last struggle in the Garden of 
Gethsemane when he pleaded- 
with the heavenly Father to al­ 
low the cup of suffering pass 
from him by saying that If the 
cup of suffering might not be 
avoided except he drink it, then 
the will of God was to prevail 
(Matthew 26:39). 
Freedom to Serve 
The tragic experiences of the 
so-called Holy Week will not 
be observed for many months. 
This Lesson on Christian free­ 
dom discusses the nature of 
freedom and the important part 
it plays in the Christian experi­ 
ence. 
How can we handle freedom? 
Or can we indeed handle It at 
all? Some people are ruined 
by freedom, yet this does not 
lessen the importance of free­ 
dom in our spiritual life as well 
as in our political life. On July 
4, 1776, a new nation was bom 
and a new way of life laid 
open before the world. Spiritual­ 
ly we must be able to handle 
freedom if we are going to en­ 
ter into the great opportunities 
which life offers us. Govern­ 
mental bondage is one of the 
worst curses humanity has had 
to confront. When men beat 
down their fellows, trample up­ 
on their rights, deny them the 
opportunities to live a full life, 
then we are living not in a free 
land but in a land cursed by the 
spirit of evil. 
On this July 4, 1971, we may 
well thank God for our politi­ 
cal freedom, but we should also 
thank God that we have been 
made spiritually free by the 
living spirit of Christ.

Blind Man Is 
Newscaster On 
TV Station

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) 
— When you first watch Paul 
Caputo reading the news over 
WWLP-TV, you wonder why he 
is wearing dark glasses. 
If you watch carefully, you 
see his arms are moving back 
and forth and then you realize 
why—he is reading the news in 
Braille. 
WWLP believes Caputo is the 
first blind newsmen on U.S. 
television. 
Blind since birth, Caputo, 26, 
joined the station’s news staff 
this month, with a helping hand 
from modem technology and 
hli seeing eye dog, Lupo. 
“ I have the feeling more 
people are watching me than 
are listening to me,” he said in 
an interview. Viewers have ac­ 
cepted him and congratulated 
the 
station 
for 
taking 
the 
gamble. 
Caputo takes notes by tape 
recording interviews on a pock- 
et-sUed recorder. For on-the-air 
material, he 
uses 
a 
braille 
typewriter. 
Caputo was a 1969 graduate 
of American International Col­ 
lege, where he was a disc jock­ 
ey on its FM station, Caputo 
has been a ham radio operator 
for 11 years. 
He telephoned WWLP owner 
William L. Putnam last Novem­ 
ber and asked if there were 
any openings. 
“ I didn’t mention my visual 
status to him, since so many 
people tend to stereotype blind 
people and not give them a 
chanca,” Caputo said. 
But Putnam was not put off 
by Caputo*! blindness when he 
came for an 
interview and 
promised him a try at a job. 
It was contingent on research 
at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology 
in 
Cambridgf, 
where a team was developing a 
high-speed 
braille 
embossing 
machine, known as “Braillem- 
boss,” which can be connected 
to newswire teleprinters to pro­ 
duce instant reports in braille. 
Caputo reads the braille copy 
with one hand while finding the 
next line with the other. 
"The first time, I couldn’t 
read, I couldn’t think, and I 
couldn’t talk,” he said. 
“Then one day, Bill Putnam 
told me, ‘You’re going on the 
air tonight.’ ” 
Caputo came across cool and 
calm, and has been on the air 
Tuesday and Thursday nights 
ever since.

: Hoosier Black Family Plans 
: College For All 16 Children

When you have put seven 
children through college, have 
three more attending and six 
more at home planning to go to 
college, graduations come al­ 
most as often as birthdays. 
There’s no doubt in the minds 
of Mr. and Mrs. Burks Holland 
Sr. of Indianapolis that their six 
younger children at home will 
attend college. 
“ Education is the best way to 
improve the black man’s condi­ 
tion,” Mrs. Holland said. “ It’s 
one of the weapons for fighting 
social injustice.” 
The Hollands have been mar­ 
ried 36 years and their 16 chil­ 
dren range from 8 to 34 years. 
Educating the children hasn’t 
been easy, Mrs. Holland said. At 
least twice they’ve had three 
youngsters in college at the 
same time. 
“The first four children’s ed­ 
ucation 
were 
financed 
with 
money from our own pockets 
and the others are getting help 
; from education loans,” 
Mrs. 
■ Holland said. “Our children are 
average students who'd never 
been given scholarships.” 
Neither Holland nor his wife 
is a college graduate.

Tobacco Firms 
Given Notice 
On Cigarettes

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
tobacco companies have been 
given six months to agree on a 
health warning to accompany 
the 
bubbling 
brooks, 
pretty 
girls and cattle roundups in 
their cigarette advertising. 
The Federal Trade 'Commis­ 
sion wasted no time in its rul­ 
ing Thursday. The 3-1 vote'with 
one abstention came as a con­ 
gressional prohibition on ciga­ 
rette advertising expired. 
The tobacco companies were 
given six months to sign a le­ 
gally binding consent agree­ 
ment requiring them to include 
in advertisements a “clearly 
and 
conspicuously 
displayed” 
note saying: 
“Warning! 
The 
Surgeon 
General 
has 
deter­ 
mined that cigarette smoking is 
dangerous to your health.” 
That warning already is re­ 
quired on cigarette packages 
and cartons. 
All cigarette advertising has 
been banned from radio and 
television 
since 
Jan. 
2 
this 
year. 
Some provisions of the pro­ 
posed consent agreement are 
still open for negotiation, in­ 
cluding 
the 
standards 
for 
“clear 
and 
conspicuous 
dis­ 
play,” such as the size of type 
that would be required. 
However, Gerald Tbain, as­ 
sistant director for food and 
drug advertising in the FTC’s 
Bureau of Consumer Protec­ 
tion, said the advertisements 
should not be “a symphony of 
seduction with only a flute of 
warning.” 
The FTC action Thursday ac­ 
cused two of the six tobacco 
companies of alleged deception 
by failing to include any warn­ 
ing message in print advertise­ 
ments and charged the other 
four with inadequate caution 
messages. 
American Brands and Liggett 
and Myers, the FTC said, in­ 
clude no health warnings at all 
in their advertisements.

House Passes Bills Setting Up 
$3.5 Billion For Medical Training 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tak­ 
ing 
what 
were termed 
“the 
first m ajor steps in attacking 
the nation’s health crisis on a 
system atic 
basis,” 
the House 
has passed innovative bills au­ 
thorizing $3.5 billion for m edic­ 
al training. 
With votes of 343 to 3 on a 
health-manpower measure and 
323 to 0 on its companion $710- 
million nurse-education bill, the 
House sent the three-year plans 
Thursday to the Senate—which 
has 
a 
similar package, 
cov­ 
ering five years and $6.9 bil­ 
lion, on its calendar. 
The House-endorsed program, 
said Chairman Paul G. Rogers, 
D-Fla., of the public health sub­ 
committee, aims at “shortening 
the curriculum for physicians, 
gaining at least five more m e­ 
dical schools, graduating more 
family doctors, helping finan­ 
cially 
shaky 
medical schools, 
and having doctors go to criti­ 
cal shortage areas.” 
After 
inserting 
provisions 
prohibiting 
discrimination 
based on sex, the House accept­ 
ed the m easures basically as 
developed 
by 
the 
subcom­ 


mittee—containing 
key 
provi­ 
sions that go far beyond what 
the Nixon administration had 
sought. 
Rogers said the bills would 
seek to satisfy the “needs in 
the m anpower field by 1978.” 
with a major new idea being a 
so-called 
capitation 
grant 
to 
medical schools based on the 
num ber of students in various 
classes. 
In 
addition, 
family-doctor 
training provisons are included, 
which, 
supporters 
said, 
wipe 
out major objections President 
Nixon raised last year when he 
vetoed a fam ily-m edicine m eas­ 
ure.

BRONX, N.Y. (AP) — “The 
best way for parents to start 
teaching small children about 
religion is to take down those 
crucifixes from the nursery 
walls,” says a vivacious woman 
theologian. 
The suggestion may shock 
Christian parents wrho still live 
by the customs of their own 
younger days. But it is an effec­ 
tive way for modern parents to 
rebel against what Dr. Christ- 
iane Brusselmans of Fordham 
University calls “the way reli­ 
gion is inflicted on children to­ 
day.” 
Dr. Brusselmans regularly 
shocks her colleagues in reli­ 
gious education as well. Speak­ 
ing in a disarmingly soft and 
vaguely European accent, she 
tells them- “The home, rather 
than the church or schoolroom, 
is the primary school of reli­ 
gious instruction for children. 
Parents who give up to others 
the opportunity to teach their 
children religion are losing 
some of the greatest pleasures 
of parenthood. They may do the 
children a great disservice as 
well.” 
Her objections to crucifixes 
arise from the same concerns. 
“Children are psychologically 
unready to grasp much of the 
deeper meaning of religious be­ 
lief,” she observes. “They need 
first to learn religion in terms of 
simple and attractive ideas like 
hope and love and joy. Parents 
are ideally suited to introduce 
these ideas in their everyday 
and highly personal contacts 
with their own young ones.” 
A native of Belgium, the per­ 
petually cheerful catechist is 
currently carrying her message 
to parents over the country on 
lecture tours to church conven­ 
tions, college campuses and 
even local parish meetings. 
She recently wrote a book, “A 
Parents’ Guide: Religion for 
Little Children” and has includ­ 
ed in it answers to the 76 ques­ 
tions children ask most fre­ 
quently about God, death, heav­ 
en, hell, punishment, repen­ 
tance and similar perplexities. 
Since she is without children 
of her own, she explains her in­ 
terest in teaching religion to the 
young by recounting experi­ 
ences in Belgium with her 38 
nieces and nephews. “I was still 
in my 20’s and studying theolo­ 
gy at the Louvain,” she recaéis, 
“when 1 heard my brothers and 
sisters complain about the inad­ 
equate religious instruction pro­ 
vided for their children. Al­ 
though my own academic inter­ 
ests had been more theoretical, 
I felt responsible to help, and 
opened a Sunday school for the 
38 children of the family. 
“I maae the parents promise 
to help me out. It was a matter 
of necessity, but a fortunate ac­ 
cident. The parents., not the 
teacher, proved to be the cru­ 
cial factor in the school’s suc­ 
cess and the children’s enjoy­ 
ment of learning. 1 have since 
seen over and over again how 
important parents are in educa­ 
tion, particularly in religious ed­ 
ucation.” 


She soon discovered her own 
calling with the children and 
switched her studies to catech- 
etics. A fellowship to Catholic 
University in Washington, D C., 
brought her to the United States 
for a doctorate in religious stud­ 
ies. Two earlier books for par­ 
ents that have sold 100,000 cop­ 
ies each in three languages es­ 
tablished her reputation. 
Her own happiest experience 
as teacher for her family’s chil­ 
dren occurred one Easter, she 
said. “I decided to do something 
about the gory presentations of 
Good Friday the children had 
received. The young ones were 
even having bad dreams as a 
result. 
“I asked the parents to 
remove the too-realistlc cruci­ 
fixes from the walls of the chil­ 
dren’s rooms. Then the parents 
helped their children make re­ 
placements. from pieces of wood 
found in their back yards. The 
youngsters did their best, with 
sticks of different shapes and 
textures, They produced sur­ 
prisingly creative images. 
“Then the parents suggested, 
the children show in some way 
that. Jesus achieved, victory over 
death and gave joy and ever- 
lasting life to the world.” 
Some nephews and nieces 
made banners with glorious col­ 
ors as backgrounds for their 
crosses. Others strung together 
dried flowers to form crowns of 
victory to decorate them. Oth­ 
ers fashioned wreaths from 
palm fronds. In this way, Dr. 
Brusselmans explains, the cross 
became for the children a sign 
of achieving glory.

Swiss Hold Tim 
Leary For U.S. 
m 
Extradition 
BERN, Switzerland (AP) — 
Swiss authorities are holding 
LSD advocate Timothy Leary 
for extradition to the United 
States. 
A Justice Ministry spokes­ 
man said today that Leary, 
who escaped 10 months ago 
from a California prison where 
he was serving a sentence for 
marijuana possession, was ar­ 
rested Wednesday at the re­ 
quest of the U.S. Embassy. 
The spokesman said Leary 
was arrested at Villars sur 01- 
lon, in the Lake Geneva area, 
and was taken to a jail in Lau­ 
sanne. His wife was with him 
but was not taken into custody. 
Sources in Europe said the 
former Harvard lecturer was 
en route from Algeria to Gen­ 
eva when arrested. 
Leary, 50, was taken into 
“provisional custody for extra­ 
dition'’ and was not charged 
with any violation in Switzer­ 
land, the spokesman said. He 
added that Leary can be held 
for two months while the extra­ 
dition request is awaited. 
In California, a spokesman 
for Gov. Ronald Reagan said 
the required papers would be 
forwarded to the U.S. State De­ 
partment. 
Leary escaped from the min­ 
imum security California Men’s 
Colony at San Luis Obispo 
shortly after his parole was de­ 
nied. He had been sentenced by 
a California judge in December 
1969 to six months to 10 years 
imprisonment. 
He fled to Algeria and took 
refuge with the fugitive Black 
Panther Leader Eldridge Clea­ 
ver and other members of the 
militant group. But last Febru­ 
ary Cleaver said he had placed 
Leary and his wife in protec­ 
tive custody and that the Pan­ 
thers had withdrawn support 
f r o m 
Leary’s 
psychedelic 
movement because “his mind 
has been blown by acid.” 
Leary also faces a 10-year 
prison sentence in Texas for 
smuggling marijuana into the 
United States from Mexico.

GREENWOOD, Ind. (AP) — 
John W. Bailey of Greenwood, 
6th District Republican chair­ 
man, has written to President 
Nixon that GOP State Chair­ 
man John K. Snyder may have 
further divided the party in In­ 
diana by failing “inadvertantly 
or otherwise,” to invite Gov.

“The deliberate attempt by 
the chairman of the state com-% 
mittee and a few of his follow­ 
ers to shut out our governor 
and embarrass him at every 
turn can lead to nothing but 
disaster for our state’s chances 
as well as your chances in 
1972,” Bailey wrote. 
Snyder said he had no inten­ 
tion to embarrass the governor 
or leave him out of the small 
reception of about 30 persons. 
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while he has great respect for 
the former Illinois Democratic 
senator, “I do not like the idea. 
The Dunes belong to the state 
of Indiana, and if it is named 
after anyone it should be named 
after a Hoosier. I’m sorry but I 
have to be against this one.” 
Rep. Earl F. Landgrebe, R- 
Ind., who represents the dis­ 
trict in which much of the lake­ 
shore lies, said that Douglas’ 
fight for the lakeshore in the 
late 1950s and the 1960s was a 
front to stop the Indiana Port 
then under consideration. 
“To most residents of the In­ 
diana Dunes area, the name of 
Paul Douglas represents every 
effort by Chicago interests to 
keep us in a state of economic 
serfdom,” Landgrebe said. 
Both of Indiana’s senators, 
Democrats Vance Hartke and 
Birch Bayh, opposed the pro­ 
posal. 
An aide to Hartke said the 
senator believes there are suit­ 
able places in Illinois to build 
a monument for Douglas. 
A Bayh aide said the junior 
senator also felt the Dunes 
should not be named for any­ 
one outside the state. He added 
that Bayh questions the neces­ 
sity of changing the name at 
all.Lt. Gov. Richard E. Folz, a 
Republican, said, “We should 
not build a monument in Indi­ 
ana to those outside Indiana 
'who did not have our interest 
at heart.”
